London, 
March 2'J—Reports 
that 


Russia has indicated a willingness to 
treat lor peace and has outlined terms 
winch she would accept is generally 
accepted and In many quarters peace 
with the Japanese is regarded as as- 
sured. The possible stumbling block 
in tho way of successlul negotiations 
is the question ot indemnity. This is 
clearly 'brought out in th" statements 
made today to your correspondent by 
representatives of the belligerent gov- 
ernments. Secretary Koike of the Jap- 
anese embassy, stated he had little 
doubt that the Japanese would be in- 
clined to demand an indemnltly. M. 
Routkowsky, Russan financial agent, 
expressed the positive belief that Rus- 
sia would never consent to pay an en 
emy for whipping her. A possible res- 
olution of the question ot indemnity 
suggested is that the Japanese shall 
take charge of the Manchurian rail- 
way and Port Arthur. Thus indirectly 
she would secure the indemnity in thp 
form of railway earnings and

Troy, N. Y., March 29.—Three men 


.were killed outright and another so 
badly injured that he died a few hours 
later by an explosion at the Schaghti- 
coke powder mills near this city.

Chicago, March 29.—Thomas J. Con- 


nors, general superintendent of Ar- 
mour & Company, was indicted by the 
federal grand jury on a charge of in- 
terfering with a witness summoned to 
appear before the jury. He was ar- 
rested and brought to the grand jury 
room, where he was released on 45,000 
bond. The indictment charges that 
John E. Shields of Brooklyn, N. Y., a 
former employe of Armour & Com- 
pany, and who testified before the 
grand jury in the so-called "beef trust" 
investigation, was approached, favored 
and entertained by Mr. Connors and 
specifically states that on March 25 the 
offense upon which Mr. Connors was 
indicted occurred. It is also charged 
that-Shields was given the use of Ar- 
mour & Company's offices to transact 
Ills business while In Chicago and also 
the use oi a. private telegraph wire in 
the office of the packing company. 
Another allegation is that Mr. Shields 
was entertained by Connors and that 
Connors suggested to the proposed 
witness that he should testify favor- 
ably to Armour & Company, and not 
to tell all that he knew concerning the 
matter under investigation.

"Washington, March 29.—The appar- 


ently well authenticated report from 
abroad today that peace negoiations 
have at last actually been begun be 
tween Russia and Japan is received 
with much gratification, particularly 
by President Roosevelt. Just what 
part the Unted States played in bring- 
ing about the result will probably 
not be revealed until a treaty of peace 


wshall._ha.ve--b£en ^jgned. It is no se- 
cret, however, that the President has 
on several occasions stated that the 
government would be pleased at any 
time to act as intermediary should 
the belligerents request it. It is like- 
ly, too, that even stronger hints were 
thrown out. 
During the 
past few 


weeks there have been frequent inter- 
changes of dispatches between the 
state department and Minister Gris- 
com at Tokyo, and Ambassador Mc- 
Cormick at St. Petersburg. It is be- 
lieved that our representatives 
at 


these capitals 
were instructed 
to 


sound he foreign offices there on the 
subject and to suggest, indirectly and 
tentatively, that the United States 
would be glad to do all in its power, 
with the consent of Russia and Japan, 
to lay the foundations for peace nego- 
tiations. It is understood that the 
original tentative terms upon which 
Japan might be willing to take up the 
negotiations were transmitted to Rus- 
sia through Mr. Roosevelt. At an in- 
formal conversation some time ago at 
the White House, Minister Takahira is 
said to have given the President his 
personal views on the subject. This 
was entirely unofBcial but it gave an 
opportunity to the President of taking 
the matter up with Mr. McCormick 
and leaving to his discretion the man- 
ner in which he might bring it to the 
attention of the foreign office at St.

this city. 


Big Improvements Made Here. 


As given in detail in another sec- 


tion of this paper, the B. & O. railway 
company will within a short time be-
